UNPALATABLE TAXES, 


: London, October 1. 

Taxation is dissipating some of 
Great. Britain's oldest and largest 
fortunes, transferring the owner 
ship of vast estates and discourag- 
ing the amassing of wealth, a sur- 
vey by the. United Press has re- 
vealed. 

The most keenly felt of all taxes 
are the death duties, which runk 
second In the list of the govern- 
ment’s sources of ' income, The 
1980 budget revealed that more 
than £1,000,000,000 was expected 
this year from estate’ duties. 

The huge landowners have evolv- 
ed severa! means of defeating, this 
form of taxation, The most popu-’ 
lar is to convert existing owner- 
ship into private limited lability 
companies. In this way the ‘cost 
of operating the companies can bs 
deducted from the income tax pay- 
ments, the amount of taxation re- 
duced during life and death duties: 
avoided.

It likewise has the added in. 
ducement of protecting the cstates 
from reckless heir’s extravagances, 
Among those titled: owners who 
have transformed their estates 
into private.

The standard rate of income tax 
Increased from 20 per cent. In 1929 
to 22 1-2 per cent, in 1930. Tho 
lower incomes, however, virtually 
were not affected by the increase 
and in soma cases, actually pay 
less. 

In 1929 the frst £226 of taxable 
income was tixed at .10 per cent. 
and under the 1930 rate ia taxed 
at four-ninths per cent. of the now 
standard rate. This means the 
lower tax remains at 10 per cent.

Fourth Ship to to.be Named 
Memnon. 


— \ 


The shoice of the name Memnon 
for the new Blue Funne) . motor 
cargo ship which was launched 
at the Caledon Yard on Trafalgar 
Day maintains the Blue | Funnel 
tradition of perpetuating’ in, the 
fleet names which have made a re- 
putation for themselves, a custom 
which lands so much interest to, the 
ships of the company, says ‘the 
Journal of Commerce. 

The first Memnon was built in 
1861 by Messrs. Scott, of Greenock, 
for Mr, W. J. Lamport, the regla- 
tered owner of Messrs. Lamport and 
Holt, of which Mr.. Alfred Holt’s 
brother George was tho first man- 
ager, the two concerns being assc- 
ciated in those days. She was an 


‘Hyon screw ship of rather more than 


1,200 tons, and a very useful: ship 
for thé Mediterranean . and South 
American trades, on which she 
originally ran. 
Transferred to Singapore, 

In 1872 she- was re-engined and 
bollered at Liverpool, and sixteen, 
years later was transferred to 
Messrs. Alfred Holt and Co., who 
again gave her new boilers and re- 
.| built her until her tonnage was con- 
siderably greater. After five years’ 
service they transferred her to the 
East Indja Occan Steamship Com- 
pany, of Singapore, who hulked her 
in 1899, 

In that year the Gulf Line 
steamer Gulf of Guinea was bought 
by the Ocean Line, the Dutch flag 
portion of Messrs, Alfred Holts, and 
re-named Memnon. She was built 
by Messra, R. W. Hawthorn Leslie 
in 1888, her, original owners being 
the Greenock Steamship Co., who 
were known as the Gulf Line, She 
was a steel screw brig of 2,438 
tons. In her early days she had 
been used for the South American 
trade, both for passenger and cargo.

Indian service. In 1905 she was 
"| bought in Japan and re-named Togo 
Maru No, 1, having several changes 
of ownership before she was pur~ 
chased by the Yamashita Steamship 
Company in 1927 for a high price 
at the top of the boom.

BACON. 


What Verulam Papers 
Disclose. 


“DOMESTIC 4 IC AFFAIRS. 


A number of ‘locuments of great 
human and historical Interest have 
come to light, following the recent 
decision of the Earl of Verulam to 
deposit the -Gorhambury papers 
with the Hortfordshire County 
Council. fee 

Many of these deal with Francis 
Bacon, one-time owner of Gorham- 
bury. They reveal’ many interest - 
ing and hitherto unknown facts 
concerning hia domestic affairs, the 
keen Intérest which he took in his 
estate, and the chaotle condition of 
his property at the time of, his 
death. They include the deed con- 
veying Gorhambury, to Bacon,, his 
marriage agreement, ‘and—perhaps 
the most interesting document in 
the entire collection—a copy of his 
will. This begins in poetic style: 
“First [ bequeathe my tomb and 
Body into the garde of God by the 
Blessed oblation of my fantom.” 

But the value of his subsequent 
bequests is constderably discounted 
by the fact that they are following 
in this copy by a full account of a 
stormy meeting | of creditors held 


". goon ‘after hia death. The details 


given here will, be invaluable to 
scholars and: historiang in passing 
judgment on Bacon’s honesty and 
business capacity. The claims en- 
tered vary from sums of £1,000 to 
£80 on account with the local

X-Ray Used. 

When the athlete collapses he 
‘weems to be utterly exhausted, 
gasping for air, and unable to take

Although he perspires freely, his 
body feels cold. In order to de- 
term{ne the condition of the heart, 
arrangements were made to look 
at‘the heart by means of X-ray 
before and after the race. Mem- 
bers of Harvard's varsity and 
freshmen cross-country squads 
and individual distance runners of 
national fame were'studied for the 
‘purpose. After a race, the hearts 
were constantly smaller than before 
Moreover, the hearts of 
distance runners ‘who had had 
many years of competition showed 
the greatest decrease in diameter 
after racing.

The cramp can be relieved by in- 
haling carbon dioxide which sets 
free the lactic acid. It seems like- 
ly that the general collapse is due 
to the fact that the contracted 
heart {3 unable to supply the brain 
with sufficient blood and that the 
collapse is therefore due to some 
form of anaemia of the brain. ..

and West Milton and is expected 
to devote 1,000 acres to the pri- 
son property.” “In addition” to” the” 
buildings necessary, there was to 
be provision for a large farming 
tract, to give the prisoners em- 
ployment and make the institution 
ss self-supporting as possible. | 

In carrying out’ the home-like 
atmosphere, the plans called for 
rooms for the confinement of the 
prisoners, replacing the cells used 
in other prisons. The stigma of 
prison life was to be removed aa 
much ag possible without relax: 
ing to dangerous extent the® dis- 
elpline necessary to prevent 
order. : 

It was expected that the con- 
struction work would start this 
Autumn with the clearing and the 
grading of the site selected.—

Naturalness. 


Irene Rich, who has gracefully 
alternated between talking pictures 
and the stage since the revolution 
in the cinema centre, puts forth the 
most interesting theory yet to be 
formulated about the new art, 
writes Mollie Merrick. } 

“Talking pictures’ says Ireno 
Rich, “will . undoubtedly remova 
from the legitimate stage many of 
the fulsities and mannerisms which 
have beon identified with its per- 
formances and replace them with 
a standard of naturalness which 
| will be the height of Jegitimate 
art.” , 

Now I hadn’t exactly thought of 
things this way, but the more I 
ponder on it the more 1 am con- 
vinced ‘that Irene Rich has express- 
ed a radical and orfginal opinion. 
And the more I am convinced that 
this {s precisely what the legitimate 
needs. 

Talkie Actors Natural. 

A few weeks ago while lunching 
with Director Griffiths, the young 
man who has made “Holidays” a 
movie of movies, he put forth very 
much the same thing In different 
words, We were spehking of a star 
of the legitimate who had not made 
good in the fullest sense of the 
word in Hollywood. “He Is too 
stilited,” said Griffiths; “this spac- 
‘ing and timing and rhythm belong 
to the legitimate — and to the 
legitimate of several years ago. We 
want naturalness inthe talking pic- 
ture. It is not the art of the stage. 
Nor yet the art ofthe silent pic- 
ture. It is a blending of the two— 
{and only those who know where the 

art of the theatre leaves off and the 
art of the cinema begins understand 
how to- make tulking pictures,”
